It is 
feoped that many dlscbarged service- 
men may be heiried in this way.

lady spoke of the large number of very 
young girls who frequent these places 
for immoral purposes, sad declared 
that 6,000 bad been warned by the wo- 
men police. She urged that as a de- 
terrent tbe women police should be 
given powers of arrest. 

Wficn this was brought to the notice 
of a Women's Social Ofifcer whose ex- 
perience of midnight woA in Picca- 
dilly extends beyond a quarter of a 
century, she said that, whatever pow- 
ers might be conferred en the police, 
the measures adopted by The Salva- 
tion Army were wholly persuasive. ' 

"If these girls," she said, "can be 
wua away from their dreadful life dv 
love, surely that is best. I cannot tell 
you how many thousands I nave 
suoken to ia my time, but I can say 
that I have never been insulted by any 
of them. Instead of showing resent- 
ment when spoken to they look upon 
us as their friends. They understand 
perfectly oor object, though they do 
sot always follow oar advice, and i 
have had any number come to me vol- 
untarily to seek comfort, advice or 
help In carrying out their desire to 
abaaden their calling. 

**i*es," said this Oaeer, when shown 
tbe police statement, "most of those 
■mm ea the streets are young girls. 
Some are no older than sixteen. A 
large asmber are French, who prob- 
ably came to Lsadsa because they are 
allowed mare freedom here than in 
Paris, whore I anderstand they are not 
psnnittsd to walk tbe streets. Oa an 
sveratce «t speak to twenty or thirty 
girls ia a sight, and are able to send 



some homo and others to our Institu- 

"Piccadilly Is different from what it 
was before the war. In the old days it 
was easy to get hold of a girl and 
smuggle her down a back street for a 
quiet talk, but nowadays that is diffi- 
cult One to whom I spoke tbe other 
night told me she was earning thirty 
shillings a week, but could not mako 
that do and had to supplement It by 
what she could earn on the streets. 
Large numbers, I am certain, are 
driven to these soul-ruining practices 
bv such reasons as that. 

"Some of course are- lured by the 
glitter and excitement and the pros- 
pect of making money. A lady of title 
has just made a request that The 
Army should try to And one of her 
maids, whom she is afraid has been 
decoyed away. She went one night to 
a well-known place of amusement and- 
arrived back late at her situation. Be- 
ing afraid to knock she remained out- 
side until two o'clock in the morning, 
when in desperation she called up her 
mistress. She was forgiven on pro- 
misiniT not to offend again, but at two 
o'clock tbe same day she went off 
again and did not return. 

"Another girl came to see what Pic- 
cadilly was like! Fortunately I met 
her in time and took her to our Quar- 
ters, where she remained till her 
friends, who live in the provinces, 
come to fetch her away. Being a 
bonny country girl, she could not long 
have escaped disaster. One has to be 
verv wary. Mot loac'ago a man In 
clerical attire accosted one of our Offi- 
cers and tried to shake hands. He was 
no clergyman, but probably engaged 
In tbe traffic The condition of the 
streets varies. One night few girls 
will be about, another night a great 
number.'' 



Government Commends Us -"• 
The Salvation Army's Work Among 
Boys of British Guiana 

In the yearly government report on 
the Onderneeming Industrial School, 
British Guiana, a generous tribute is 
paid to th« work which The Salvation 
Army is doing for th« lads who are- 
diMharged from the school. • 

The report says: "Thirty-three Isda 
passed out of the school during the ' 
year, and of these thirty-two are re- 
ported to be doing well. In April, 
19IS, Major* Alexander entered into. 
an atrreement with the government to. 
receive all lads on discharge from this 
school,' to obtain employment for them 
with the aid. of the Industrial School 
Committee, and to keep in touch with 
them with the object of helping them 
to keep straight. This work, atthougri. 
a labor of love (only a small contri- 
bution towards' travelling expenses bet- 
ing paid), has been performed oy, 
Malor Alexander with that earnestness 
and seal which is recognised to be . 
characteristic of his work generally," 
and has been of Inestimable value.". 

The particulars submitted to the 
government by The Army show that 
out of 193 lads who have passed under 
our care, only twelve have failed to 
turn out satisfactorily.
